Evidence is mounting that RAOUL WALLENBERG, the man who saved the 
lives of more than 25,000 Hungarian Jews in World War II through his 
his personal intervent ion W may still be alive in the Soviet Gulag. 

Wallenberg, a Swedish diplomat and a Christian, was the ONLY man 
from the entire free world to volunteer to go to Hungary to help its 
people in 1944 -- a time when so much of the world refused to confront or 
even acknowledge Hitler's plan to destroy Europe’s Jewish population.
